agreed to by the statesmen as tlie re-

The great. If not the sole purpose, I 
of the men who designed the League ' 
:.f Nations waa to bind the yiatlons ofj 
the world together In a covenant which ! 
would provide for the settl^ent of 
future dUterences by peadUnl pr9- 1 
cesses Instead of by war. 

The covenant provides that no mem- ' 
ber of the teaittte will go to war wi'u- 
out flrat bavlM done one of two 
things; Mknfttad the raatter tn dis- 
pute to arbitration. In which case tt 
agrees to abide by the verdict; or 
subyaltted it to dI*on**lon by the eoun- ' 
cU of the Laacue of Nation*. If the

counoll tho natlon submitting it prom- 
ises to lay all thf documents and facta 

ibefoie the council: it eensents that 
the . uiineil .shall publish alt the doc- 

I uments and facU so thot all the world 
Shan know .them; that the oouncU 
shall be allowed six months in which 
to consider the matter; that even at 
the end of six mbntha, if the. decision 
of the council is not acceptabIe,'Jt wilt 
still not t'" t., war for three «oatka 
following the decision. 

The league covenant provides that 
any nation disregarding these solemn 
promises with regard to arbltratien or 
discussion Shalt thereby be desiped to 
have committed an act of war agiinat 
every other member of the league and 
that there shall follow an aboalute ex- 
clus.on of the offendlngr nation fr«m 
communication of any kind with the 
other nations In the league: 

No goods may be shipped in or out; 
no telegraphic messages may be ex- 
changed; the offending nation la out- 
lawed and boycotted by the oiTillzad 
world. . 

Even If It Is possible to assume that 
any nation would Invite such economic 
disaster, there Is not a nation In Eu- 
rope or In any part of the ^vorld that 
could Btand istjch pressure "for six - 
teanths.' /. - . 

Germany would have collapsed atike- 
a house of cards within a few months 
after she launched her assault against 
olvlll»ft«on, had she been cut off from 
alt einnmunlcatlon with the neutral 
nations that surrounded Jier. 

Under the League of Nations ttiere- 
will be the open enemy or any nation, 
that violates its solemn pledge.
